l It is stated that Mr. Qua's opinion in 
this regard is wholly unwarranted by 
statute or by the provisions of tho ordi- 
nances,. 


Section 3 of ehap. 10 of the city ordi- 


nances speaking of tha city messenger's 
duties says: 


"Sect. 3. He shall have general care'ancl 


custody of the city hall and its various 
apartments, including the grounds and 
appnrtfiinnoes thereto; he shall prepare 
anil arrange the various apartments of the 
city oall. for their appropriate purposes, 
and shall keep the sarno clean, warmed, 
and properly lighted, and in good order 
and condition for any occupation author- 
ized by the mayor, the board of aldermen, 
common council, school committee, or any 
committee thereof." 


This indicates that Sir. Qua's opinion is 


slightly at variance with the ordinance. 


Section. '2, chapter u of tho ordinanees 


says that; "the superintendent of public 
bnlliling.4 shall have care of all school 
houses and other buildings belonging to 
the city except as otherwise provided." 


Inasmuch as at is otherwise provided 


in sect. 3, Chap." 10, it is difficult to see 
how Mr. Qua can show any authority for 
his decision. 


It is alleged that this transfer was pro- 


posed on the ground that the engineer of 
r-ity hall has not performed his duties on 
account of the recent boiler explosion. 


This is shown to,"be groundless by a 


letter from J. 'H. " Jones," 'inspector • of 
steam boilers, showing that the explosion 
was not due to carelessness or mismanage- 
ment. 
; City Messenger Cahill is the official au- 
thorized to take care of city hall.

chell, a patient at Matfeawan hospital for 
the state insane, set fire to that institution 
iu -five different places at 4 o'clock yester- 
day, afternoon, and for a few hours the 
buildings were threatened with destruc- 
tion. Fire ,was at first discovered in the 
cellar under the kitchen, which is some 
distance from where the patients are con- 
fined. 
- 
- 


No sooner were the efforts made to ex- 


tinguish the flames than it was discovered 
that the north wing was also ablaze, 
directly under .where over 100 patients 
were located. Smoke was fast filling the 
buildings, and the patients were terror- 
stricken, especially the women. 


The pyromaniac had made the most 


careful preparations for the destruction of 
the buildings, as small piles of shavings 
were found so 'systematically distributed 
as to have enveloped the whole north 
wing in flames,, had a half-hour's time 
been lost after the first discovery of the 
blaze. 


Meanwhile 
several 
scattering blazes 


were discovered in various sections of. the 
asylum, and .soon . the fires were beyond 
the hospital attendants, even with their 
excellent'facilities in an emergency of 
that kind, and help was summoned from 
Fishkill Landing, about two miles dis- 
tant. 
The . Beacon and Tompkius ho^e 


companies arrived in a short time, aud it 
took the combined forces of the hospital 
attaches and the others until 7 o'clock 
last evening to get the fire past the danger 
point.

the house, In the £orm of. aj resolution, an 
expression of disapproval of] the ambassa- 
dor's remarks ac Edinburgh upon the 
effect of tho protective system on political 
morality in the United States, and hU as- 
sertion at Boston, Ki\g., that the Ameri- 
cans were often a • violent people, who 
needed a strong man to govern them. 


These three gentlemen wore unable to 


agree upou the wording of the resolution, 
and the task of framing it in appropriate 
language will be left for the committee 
next Thursday. Tho purport of tho reso- 
lution will be a mild censure of Ambassa- 
dor Bayard for the two utterances men- 
tioned, and an expression of the opinion 
of the house that representatives of the 
United States abroad should be very dis- 
creet in their public reference to home 
politics. 


It is understood that the sub-committee 


feel that the present tension between the 
British and American governments over 
Venezuela constrains thorn to recommend 
a milder form of censure than they thiuk 
the ambassador's remarks would call lor 
under ordinary clrcninstaueesT 
One of 


them said that while they did not wish to 
take any action that would detract from 
Mr. Bayard's standing with the power to 
which he is accredited, they did not feel 
justified in ignoring his speeches. 


In the discussion of the question already 


had by tho whole committee, it WHS agreed 
that Ambassador Bayard's remarks were 
indiscreet, and an attempt will be made to 
agree upon a form of resolution which will- 
be a. compromise oC tho extreme views, and 
whicli both. Democrats, and Republicans 
can approve, so as to divest the proceedings 
of any partisan character. 


The Turkish Outrage!. 


After a brief but stirring debate,. tlw 


senate yesterday agreed to the concurrent 
resolution ui-giug decisive aotnop/by tho 
Buropeiui powers asraiust. Turkey, .and 
pledging "to :tho president the support of 
congress in. the most vigorous action ho' 
may take for the protection of Americans 
in Turkey and the redress '{or in juries', to 
American persons or property. 


•Mr. 
CuUoru (Ills.), who reported the 


resolution, urged its adoption in a speech 
which set forth tho startling extent of the 
massacres, the greatest in the history of 
the world. Mr. Blanchard (In.) spoke in 
the same line. 


The climax of the debate was reached 


when Mr. Frye (Me.) supported the reso- 
lution in a speech which aroused great 
enthusiasm from, the gallcrieg for its ex- 
pressions of sympathy with, the Arme- 
nians and for. its bitter arraignment'of 
Great Britain's course toward America. 
The following ii the essential' feature of 
the resolution-: 


That it is au imperative duty in the Intorost 


of humanity to express the earnest hopo that 
the European concert brought about by tho 
treaty referred to (the Berlin treaty) may 
spetdily be given its just effect in such deci- 
sive measures as shall stay the hind of fanati- 
cism and lawless violence, and as shall secure 
to the unoffending Christians bi tho Turkish 
•mpire all tho rights belonging to thorn, both 
as men and Christians, and aa beneficiaries of 
tho explicit provisions of the treaty above re- 
citod.

statute or by the provisions o£ the ordi- 
nances. 


Section S of chap. 10 of the city ordi- 


nances speaking of the city 
messenger's 


duties says: 


"Sect. (\, He shall have general care and 


custody of the city hall and its various 
npurtments, including the grounds auil 
appurtenances thereto; he shall prepare 
and arrange the various apartments of the 
city hall, for their "appropriate purposes, 
and shall keep the same clean, warmed, 
und properly lighted, and in good order 
u-nd condition for any occupation author- 
ized by the mayor, the board of aldermen, 
common council, school committee, or any 
committee thereof." 


This indicates that Mr. Qua's opinion is 


slightly at variance with the ordinance. 


Section 2, chapter 5 of the ordinances 


pays tltat "the superintendent of public 
buildings shall have care of all school 
houses and other .buildings belonging to 
the city except as otherwise provided." 


Inasmuch as _it is otherwise provided 


In sect. 3. Chap." 10, it is difficult to see 
how Mr. Qua can show any authority for 
Lis decision. 


It is alleged that this transfer was pro- 


posed on the ground that the engineer of 
city hall has not performed his duties on 
account of the recent boiler explosion. 


This is shown to be groundless by a 


letter from J. H. Jones, inspector of 
steam boilers, showing that the .explosion 
was not due to carelessness or mismanage- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—Little doubt is 


felt by tho action by a special committee 
of foreign affairs, which met yesterday, 
that absolution will bo broueht .before 
tho house next week expressing disap- 
proval of Ambassador 
Bayard's two 


speeches which were called to the'attention 
of the houso by Messrs.. McCall and Bar- 
rett (Mass.). . 


The members of tho sub-committee— 


Messrs. Draper (Mass.), Pearson (N. C.) 
and Dlnsmoro (Ark.)—discussed tho mat- 
ter for two hours, and decided to recom- 
mend to thu full committee, at their meet- 
ing next Thursday, that they report to 
the house, in the form of a resolution, an 
expression of disapproval of tho ambassa- 
dor's remarks at Edinburgh upon the 
effect of the protective system on political 
morality in the United States, an* his as- 
sertion at Boston, Eng., that the Ameri- 
cans wero often a violent people, who 
needed a strong man to govern them. 


These three gentlemen were unable to 


agree upon the wording of the resolution, 
and the task of framing it in appropriate 
language will bo left for tho committee 
next Thursday. 
Tho purport of tho reso- 


lution will bo a mild consuro of Ambassa- 
dor Bayard for tho two utterances men- 
tioned, and on expression of the opinion 
of tho houso that representatives of .the 
United States abroad should be very dis- 
creet in their public reference to home 
politics. 


It is understood that the sub-committee 


foci that the present tension between the 
British and American governments over 
Venezuela constrains them to recommend 
a milder form of censure than they think 
tho ambassador's remarks would call for 
under ordinary circumstances. 
One of 


them said that while they did not wish to 
take any action that would detract from 
Mr. Bayard's standing with tho power to 
which he is accredited, they did not feel 
justified in ignoring his speeches. 


In tho discussion of the question already 


had by the whole committee, it was agreed 
that Ambassador Bayard's remarks were 
indiscreet, and ac attempt will be made to 
nzree upon a form ot resolution which will 
be a compromise ot the extreme views, and 
which both Democrats and Republicans 
can approve, so as to divest the proceedings 
of any partisan character.

?y Carroll D. •\VrJjrht Before tlie Century 


Club. 


Carroll D. "Wright, speaking before the 


20th Century club, on labor problems, 
among other things used the following 
language: 


"The 
people who demand increased 


•wages should remember that nothing can 
be sustained in the business world but 
economics, and if -\vages are decided ar- 
bitrarily that would be uneconomic. 


"The question then arises, can there 


not be a complete change in industrial 
conditions which would take us out of 
this misery? 


"I .can only answer that by an illus- 


tration: A physician may give a dose of 
morphine to alleviate pain. If he gives 
an overdose, the question of pain is for- 
ever solved ill death. 


"I think socialism or almost any other 


antidote for the industrial ills, if ad- 
ministered in larga doses, would result in 
industrial death. 


"There is another reason -why socialism 


cannot be a success. It is because it robs 
the people of the idea of the father of the 
universe; it breaks up the families and 
vitiates and destroys the most sacred idols 
of the human race. 
The ethical re- 


lations of man demand something more 
than individual control. 


There is a new element .added to the 


cost of labor. There comes in 10 or 15 
per cent, above the margin previously es- 
tablished. This is for the spiritualizing 
influence. 
The laborer is no longer will- 


ing to estimate his services merely up to 
the life line.

ItAZIMO GOMEZ. 


Id is stated upon the authority rofer-red 


to, that the doctors in attendance upou 
General Gomuz recently held a consulta- 
tion and diagnosed his case ns being au 
advanced state of -consumption, compli- 
cated with fever. It is further stated that 
tho physicians have come to the conclu- 
sion that Gomen can only livo about two 
months longer. 


Gomez on Thursday for a time ap- 


peared half inclined to risk a decisive en- 
gagement with the Spanish troops. Ho 
was bivouacked at the village of Plncoo, 
not far from Quivican, south of this city. 
Colonel Galvis, in. command of the Spau- 
'ish troops at Quivican, heard of his pres- 
ence and immediately summoned all the 
government troops available and advanced 
upon him. 


The rebels, contrary to custom, awaited 


the approach of the Spaniards, and when 
the latter wera within range .-opened fire 
upon them from various sheltered posi- 
tions. Colonel Galvis waited until tho 
full strength of the column was available, 
and then moved upon the enemy in a 
semi-circular formation. But after half 
an hour's firing upon both sides, during 
which a number were killed and wounded, 
Gomez suddenly divided his. forces into 
two columns, and began to retreat. Ono 
of tho insurgent columns retreated south- 
ward to a plantation in tho LEigia district, 
and the tho other towards Batabauo. 


N-jws received from the front yesterday 


showed that Gomez apparently reunited 
his forces aud camped at Flordo Maya for 
a short time. But ho broke camp at 4 
o'clock yesterday mornirig when informed 
of the approach of the "Spanish troops, 
who had pressed onward, with but little 
rast, throughout the night. 


Troops Tired Out. 


The forced march, however, had told 


terribly on the Spanish infantry, and tho 
mounted insurgents oE Gomez had no dif- 
ficulty in getting nway. 
The Spaniards 


had also effected a junction, Colonels 
Linares and Aldecoa having united their 
forces as soon as tho scouts brought -word 
that tho two insurgent columns had 
wheeled in toward each other. Later, tho 
third Spanish column, under Colonel Gal- 
vis, 
re-enforced 
the 
columns 
under 


Colonels Linares aud Aldecoa, and" this 
strong force started in pursuit of the in- 
surgents, moving in a southerly direction. 


Tho trail of broken-down horses left by 


the insurgents is becoming more marked, 
and they have also dropped behind them 
sonic of their heavy baggage. A prisoner, 
severely wounded, who was captured by 
the troops, reported that the horses of the 
insurgents are becoming exhausted from 
long marching and that great numbers of 
them are suffering from sore backs and 
sore feet. The insurgents are also said to 
be short-, of ammunition and provisions 
and to bo living almost entirely upon 
sugarcane. 


A dispatch from Cicnfuegos 'says 'that 


Major Alonzo, with 300 men of the Alava 
battalion, has 
beon engaged for three 


hours at La Pas, in the Cienfuegos dis- 
trict, with a strong fores of insurgents," 
who were moving in a westerly direction, 
and who are believed to havo formed part 
of tho second- insurgent army. The insur- 
gents left 18 killed aud 15 wounded on the 
field and retired taking with them many 
other wounded men. On the side of the 
troops only a few soldiers were -wounded. 


Reports continue to be received of small 


engagements with tho insurgents in all 
directions, indicating that they are no 
longer united in n main body, but are 
broken up Into small parties, confident of 
their ability to evade any Spanish force 
that they are not strong enough to oppose. 


Tha. important town of Sabanilla, on 


the railroad south of the city of Matan- 
zas, has been attacked by insurgents.

details are given of the damage done to 


I property, nor aro claims stated as to tho 


j success of the resistance, l'-nc it is said 
that throe of the volunteer soldiers were 
killed and 10 of tho 'civil guard were 
wounded. 
The insurgents are said to 


have lost 17 killed. 


The official report of an encounter had 


by General Prat with the bands of Nunez 
Thursday says that the Insurgents were 
dispersed after having killed four of the 
troops and wounded seven. 
The insur- 


gents, on tho other hand, left three dead 
and carried away the rest. 


Colonel Aldecoa'reports an engagement 


yesterday with the band of Eafael Car- 
denas, who retreated toward ' Triumvi- 
ato, Matanzas, leaving four killed' and 
threo -wounded. 


The insurgents have plunderedV'the 


stores in tho village of Baja, Pinar del 
Rio. 
A rapid-fire gun on the gunboat 


Flecha was brousht into play and did 
good service in 'dislodging the insurgents. 
The activity of the insurgents seems to 
bo centered for the present in..the province 
of JIatanzas. A good deal of damage is

The petitioners represent that the service 
which they now receive is practically half 
a .service, as they are left at Simpson, 
street, and have to climb the rest of tlie 
hiH,_although they pay as large a fare as 
thos'S who -are served at the utmost ex- 
tremity of the city lines. 


This is a petition which should receive 


the earnest consideration of the directors. 
They enjoy a valuable franchise, and the 
question with them should not be entirely, 
whether.the extension would pay or not. 
Those who are best informed, say that it 
will pay, as the proportion of riders from 
a hill section is always greater than from 
those residing on level ground. 
But 


whether it pays or not, it is the duty of 
the St. Ry. Co. in return for the profitable 
concessions which they enjoy, to accom- 
date tho people of Lowell in every section 
within reasonable limitations. There is 
no place in the city where so many people 
are depending on siich meagr% car service 
as in Centralville. 
There are probably 


15,000 people depending 
on a single 


central line, and it is 
reasonable to 


suppose that if the facilities were increased, 
the travel would be doubled. 
The Lake- 


view and First street lines are mostly 
used by through passengers. Tho people of 
Contraville are aroused over this matter, 
and believe it is time they should strike 
for what they consider their rights.
